A Remarkahle Seene Witnessed in
the Pepusylvania 011 Reglon,
About half a mile above Franklin, up

Approaching a emall, slugglsh stream, we
wirg surprised to aee rising from the sur-
foce of the wiler a number of bubbles,
which glistened In the sun llke gass, It
wiw a beautiful sight.  The Irldegeent
